Young grasshoppers are e m o t­ 
ing from fence rows and pasture 
land onto young cotton and grain 
sorghum fields in Jones County, 
and are beginning to cause con­ 
siderable 
damage, 
according to 
County Agent K irby Clayton. Ef­ 
fective control of these hoppers 
while they are 
young -can be 
attained, prevent a lot of damage 
to young crops and it takes lest 
poison to do the job, say’s Clay*- 
ton. 
Insecticdes on the recommended 
list are toxapbene, two to three 
quarts per acre; heptachlor, iv r % 
to three pints; aldrin, two to three 
pints per are. 
The insecticide# 
pnts per acre. 
The insecticides 
should be sprayed on vegetation 
in fence rows bordering the cotton 
field while the hoppers are young. 
When the hoppers get larger they 
are harder to kill, and th e dosage 
should be increased accordingly. 
For jumbo grasshoppers, Clay* 
ton recommends a poison bait put 
out late in the evening or early 
morning. The bait should be mix­ 
ed according to the following for­ 
m ula; 100 pounds bran, three to 
four quarts toxaphene, 
one-half 
gallon of lube oil: 
add. enough 
w ater to make a thick paste (to® 
much w’ater will leach the poison* 
out and render the bait ineffec 
tive). 
Put this b ait m ixture out 
where the hoppers are feeding in 
small piles about IO to 20 feet 
apart. 
Following ar® th* recommended 
periods for withholding livestock 
from pastures, fence rows. field? 
or nearby fields trea ted wdth dif» 
ferent kinds of recommended in* 
secticides: Dieldrin w ithhold graz­ 
ing animals 30 davs; heptachlor, 
withhold grazing anim als IO day’s; 
toxaphene, withhold grazing ani­ 
mals 15 days.
